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THE PREFACE 

WORD study in tne elementary schools, while not limited to spell- 
ing, should include spelling. There is reason to apprehend that 
spelling is not so included in the thought of many minds. We 
have had spelling "incidentally," spelling from "dictation," and spelling 
by "visualization." But who so rash as to hazard the opinion that 
there has been any word study in it all ? 

Can the teaching of spelling be made easy for the beginner? 

The advocates of spelling reform, whose convincing pages make up 
the body of Mr. Vaile's book, "Our Accursed Spelling," are in perfect 
accord in the opinion that if the eye could always see what the ear hears 
in a word, spelling would be easy and could be learned in three years. 

Now the truth of the matter is that the eye does see exactly what 
the ear hears in a multitude of English words and syllables. With such 
words and syllables this book begins. 

Word study in the beginning should help the child to know what the 
ear hears and what the eye sees in a word. 

As the child already knows the spoken word, oral spelling should 
have an exclusive right of way in the First Grade. Oral spelling, how- 
ever, requires an alphabet, and the alphabet which went into penumbra 
with the advent of the visualist must be reinstated in the schools if 
there is to be any valid word study. The alphabet needed is not the 
ABC alphabet of fifty years ago, but an alphabet consisting of 
vowels and consonants. 

Spelling in the primary grades has long been handicapped by select- 
ing the words to be spelled from the daily reading lesson. Professor Max 
Miiller tells us in "Auld Lang Syne" that he was once bold enough to 
ask Tennyson what was the use or excuse of rhyme. The poet was not 
offended, but was quite ready with his answer, "Rhyme helps the 
memory." "An answer that was as honest as it was true," adds the 
renowned professor. 

[3] 
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Rhyme helps memory by its appeal to the law of association. The 
words selected from the reading lesson make no such appeal. Each 
word, unaided by association, must make its own isolated appeal to 
the memory. 

That all knowledge is not power is as true as that all knowledge is 
not profitable. That knowledge is profitable which begets power, but 
the spelling of any number of words unrelated by tonal association 
begets no power. Not only does rhyme aid memory, but still more does 
the grouping of words which are alike in tonality aid memory by making 
the burden light. 

The 240 words, as grouped in the first eight lessons of this book, 
make thirty-one appeals to the memory; five vowels, eight tonalities, 
and eighteen initial consonants. 

Not only is the burden light, but power is begotten by these eight 
lessons that carries the beginner through the succeeding thirteen with 
little addition to the burden. 

With the completion of twenty-one lessons the pupil knows abso- 
lutely 630 words. He knows what the ear hears when the words are 
pronounced. He knows what the eye sees when they are visualized. 
He knows an alphabet consisting of vowels and consonants. 

Most of these words enter other words as syllables. The pupil has 
learned "bag," "pack," "cart," and "age." Whenever he has need of 
the words "baggage," "package," and "cartage," he will know them at 
sight. The knowledge acquired is profitable, since it has begotten 
power that the pupil will iise in reading every page of his readers. 

The remaining lessons for the First Grade are devoted to vowel study. 
A knowledge of the five vowels so conditions all word study that it is 
perhaps the most far-reaching knowledge acquired during a child's 
school life. 

While the spelling of the First Grade should be wholly oral, the pupils 
may busy themselves most profitably in making all the words of a given 
tonality they have learned, either at the blackboard or at their desks; 

In the Second Grade the lessons should all be spelled orally at first. 
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There is no objection to written tests when the children can write well 
enough. 

In the lessons for the Third Grade vowel and consonant equivalents 
are introduced. 

The work for the Fourth Grade introduces the diacritical marking of 
vowels as a key to pronunciation. Dictionary work begins here. Words 
have been used more than once without hesitation in the Third and 
Fourth grades. 

The conventional signs of our ideas are spoken and written words. 
Spoken words consist of two elements, vocal sounds and vocal articula- 
tions. These, combined, form the articulate sounds. Written words 
are likewise composed of two elements corresponding to those of the 
spoken word. These two elements are vowels and consonants, and 
they represent the sounds and articulations of the spoken word. 

In the study of a living language four arts are to be acquired. 
They are in the order of their acquisition in the mother tongue: (i) 
to understand the spoken word; (2) to speak; (3) to understand the 
written word; (4) to write. The first two constitute spoken language 
and are acquired naturally. The second two constitute written lan- 
guage and must he taught. 

It is the mission of this book to help the child by means of the 
hearing ear and the seeing eye to learn, with the least possible appeal 
to the memory, the vowels and consonants that correspond to the two 
elements of spoken words. This knowledge is acquired when the child 
knows absolutely what the ear hears in a word. Then, and not till 
then, should the real difficulties in the way of learning to spell be 
attacked and mastered. 

As the lessons of this book are designed for both the ear and the eye 
of the pupil, obviously they should be in his hands from the beginning. 
The eye should see what the ear hears at every step.

AN INTRODUCTION TO WORD STUDY 

IN word study, including spelling, the syllable is the unit. A syllable 
is easy to spell provided the ear hears exactly what the eye sees in 
it, and that the ear may hear 'accurately, the syllable must be pro- 
nounced correctly. Hence pronunciation meet& us, as teachers, at the 
threshold of word study. 

In the First Grade word study should help the child to a clear knowl- 
edge of the vocality of vowels, or the sounds heard when the vowels 
are voiced or sounded \ and the power of consonants. 

The right voicing of a word or syllable is conditioned by the vocality 
of the vowel which it contains. Articulation in distinct utterance is 
conditioned by the power of the consonants. 

A vowel derives its vocality from its environment. If it end an 
accented syllable, its vocality is identical with its name, as in ba^by, 
beting, bi'ble, bo'gy, bungle. 

Exception : u preceded by r as in cru'el, ru'mor, ru'ral. 

If the vowel end an unaccented syllable, its vocality is obscured by 
a shortening of its quantity, as a in paVa ces, i in sac'ri fice. In other 
situations the vocality of the vowel is derived from the consonant ele- 
ment or elements which end the word or syllable, as a in bat, bar, bask, 
ball. # 

The tonality of a word or syllable begins with the tone element 
(vowel) and ends with the word or syllable. For example, the initial / 
is no part of the tonality in fad, fade, far, fast, fall, fend, find, fond, fund. 
The vocality of the vowel contained, however, is influenced by the final 
consonants. 



'Certain sounds are so open as to be always vowels; certain others are so 
close as to be always consonants, y and w are now vowels and now consonants. 
/ and n have a vowel value in apple and token; r has also a vowel value in the 
vanishing of air, care, etc. — Century Dictionary.
